Don't Blithely Assume All 
Bank Savings Are Insured 


By CARLTON SMITH and

You may not have noticed, 


but the U.S. Congress handed 
you a small gift as the year 
1969 
drew to a close. With 


virtually no fanfare, they 
raised the maximum limit 
on insured savings accounts 
to $20,000. 


It's true that you need $20,- 


000 in the bank to be able to 
take advantage of the in- 
creased coverage, 
but for 


those who have the money, 
such protection can prevent 
heartbreak. 


Actually, it is something 


of a surprise that Congress 
took much note of the insur- 
ance limitation, since public 
interest seems at an all-time 
low. It's probably safe to say 
that few depositors ever ask 
a bank if it's insured before 
they put their money in its 
hands. 


If you are one of those who 


never thinks to ask about 
such things, you're probably 
relying on the supposition 
that all savings are insured 
today. And that's not quite 
true. 


Witness the tale of woe 


that appeared in one of those 
newspaper columns t h a t 
promise readers information 
or action on any problem re- 
ported. It read: 


"I am n widowed school 


teacher. Five years ago I put 
$5,000 into the . . . to estab- 
lish an educational fund for 
my children. Shortly there- 
after, the institution closed 
its doors. I can't get ;my in- 
formation. Can you?" 


The newspaper could, but 


it is doubtful that the effort 
was appreciated. It was bad 
management that put the in- 
stitution into this pickle and 
the same lack of ability on 
the part of its officers'had 
also scrambled its affairs. 
The result was a handful of 
lawsuits which would take 
months to unscramble. 


Meanwhile, the widow and 


all other depositors could 
only sit buck helplessly and 
wait for some distribution of 
the remaining assets. 
Au- 


thorities have reported to the 
newspaper 
that 
the 
yield 


would likely be 35 cents on 
the dollar. 


The widow—and the other 


u n l u c k y depositors — had 
found one of the few insti- 
tutions still existing in the 
United States without bene- 
fit of insurance on its ac- 
counis. 


There an- two good rea- 


sons why some still lack the 
protection of insurance even 
though such coverage has 
been available for 40 years 
First, the institu'ion ' itselt 
must pay the premiums lor 
siK'li v^u\ ci u^f . OUJIIL; V* ii iiuui 
means saving money 


Second, the agencies that 


insure banks and savings 
and loan associations msisi 
on cheeking the books pe- 
riodically to keep a watch on 


naturally loathe to make its 
faults public. 


The moral to all this is ob- 


vious. If you open an ac- 
count, ask if the bank is in- 
sured. You may not have to 
ask. since it will be required 
to make this statement in its 
ads and on its brochures. Its 
front window will usually 
carry a colorful decal at- 
testing to membership in the 
Federal 
Deposit Insurance 


Corporation (FDIC). 


If the institution is a sav- 


ings and loan association, it 
will sport similar materials 
marked FSLIC. for Federal 
Savings and Loan Insurance 
Corporation. 


And the caution needn't 


apply to only new accounts, 
either. Better take a good 
look at the place that now 
has your bucks on its books.

Some years ago, a patient 


of mine, a renowned lawyer 
and talented musician, had a 
stroke. The blocked part of 
his brain included control of 
muscles affecting his ability 
to spit. When he recovered 
and came in for an oral 
exam, I was amused by his 
obvious pride in being able 
to spit again. Like a little 
boy, 
he took delight in aim- 


ing his spit—smack into the 
center of the cuspidor. 


I tell this story to bring 


attention to the special den- 
tal care required by victims 
of stroke or cerebral acci- 
dent. Muscles in and around 
the mouth are sometimes af- 
fected and normal functions 
suffer, and paralysis of an 
arm may prevent patients 
from providing mouth care 
for themselves. 


These persons and others 


similarly i n c a p a c i t a t e d 
should have mouth care pro- 
vided for them. Teeth should 
be brushed and mouth rinsed 
and/or swabbed after each 
meal. 


Mouth breathers and those 


whose mouths become dry 
because of their disease or 
medication should have their 
mouth and t o n g u e gently 
swabbed at frequent inter- 
vals with cold water. A taste 
of mouthwash may be added. 


D e n t u r e wearers should 


have their teeth r e m o v e d 
and s c r u b b e d clean after 
each meal. If dentures are 
left out of the mouth, they 
should not be allowed to dry 
out. They may best be kept 
moist by soaking in an anti- 
septic solution. A q u e o u s 
Zepherin diluted with water 
is one such solution com- 
monly used. 


Mouths of denture wearers 


should be examined by their 
dentist for "sore spots" and 
dentures adjusted for proper 
relief. Many hospitals allow 
patients to receive such bed- 
side care, even if their den- 
tist is not associated with 
that hospital. 


It has recently been shown 


that persons suffering from 
stroke have difficulty per- 
ceiving o b j e c t s in their 
mouths. This condition may 
be further exaggerated in 
mouths of denture wearers 
Dentures lessen one's ability 
to "feel" objects, such as 
size and quality of food, or 
test hot drinks before they 
burn the tongue, floor of the 
m o u t h and back of the 
throat. 


Selection of diet should re- 


flect, these disabilities.

The Sixth Amendment to the 


Constitution says, "the accused 
shall enjoy te right to a speedy 
and public trial " The necessity 
for a speedy trial was recogniz- 
ed in the Bill of Rights, because 
of colonial times, and in England 
before that, it was common prac- 
tice for the king or his agents 
to bring charges against law 
violators or those believed to be 
trouble-makers and lock them 
up Indefinitely without 
giving 


them their day In court. 


And H was thought necessary 


at the time of the adoption of 
the Constitution for an accused 
person to have a "public trial" 
in order for him to get a fair 
trial. Obviously It had been an 
all too common practice to con- 
vict innocent people of crimes 
they didn't commit and no one 
ever knew what became of them 
because it was all done in sec- 
recy behind closed doors. 


In the Kopechne case, no one 


has yet been accused of -any 
crime and no one knows wheth- 
er any crime was committed. 
What the New England Press 
Association is talking about is 
merely an inquest to determine 
what happened on that eventful 
evening of -July 18, 1969. If there 
is to be a trial and it goes any- 
thing like the Inquest, it cer- 
tainly will net be speedy, nor 
will it be public. 


And the more the pity, not 


because justice may not be done 
in this particular case, but be- 
cause as the NEPA says, it sets 
a precedent for future cases and 
what is more, it continues the 
erosion of the Constitutionwhich 
1m served us so well for 182
